BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF ORANGE 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen of the town of Orange shall 
have the charge and management of all suits and actions at law for 
and against the town, and may prosecute, defend or settle the same 
as they see fit, unless otherwise directed by the vote of the town. 


Section 2. The word “street” or “streets” in these by-laws shall 
be understood to mean and include alleys, lanes, courts, public 
squares, public places and all public ways, and shall include the 
sidewalks thereof, unless otherwise expressly stated. 


Section 3. The Board of Selectmen may change the name of any 
street and shall establish the names of all streets hereafter laid out 
and accepted by the town or any other authority. 


The said Board shall cause the names of all streets to be recorded 
in the records of the town, and shall cause signs with the names of 
the respective streets thereon to be secured and maintained at 
proper places on said streets. 


Section 5. No person shall coast or slide on the snow or ice, 
across, in or along any street or other public place, upon any hand 
sled, board or other thing except in such places and under such re- 
strictions as the Selectmen shall designate. 


Section 6. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, pistol or 
firearms in or across any of the streets, within the town, provided 
that this section shall not apply to the use of such weapons at any 
military exercise or review under the authority of a commissioned 
officer of the militia, or in the lawful defense of the person, family or 
property of any citizen nor to any person firing a salute of cannon by 
leave of the Selectmen. 


Section 9. No person shall ride or drive any horse or other ani- 
mal on any public way at a rate of speed exceeding ten miles per 
hour, nor in such manner as to endanger or unreasonably incommode 
passengers therin. 


Section 10. No person shall tie or fasten any horse or other ani- 
mal to any ornamental or shade tree, vine, or shrub in any street or 
on any public land, or to any structure put up for the protection of 
such tree, vine or shrub or to any pole used for the transmission of 
electricity. 


Section 11. No person shall suffer any horse or other beast at-

tached to any carriage to go at large without a driver or rider in any 
street or public square. 


Section 12. No owner or person having the care of any swine, 
sheep, horse, mules or neat cattle, shall permit or allow the same to 
go at large in any highway or public place within said town. 


Section 13. No person shall break or dig up the ground in that 
portion of any highway or street, wrought for travel, or except as 
provided in Sections 29, 30 and 31, place thereon any wood, timber, 
coal, earth, stone, bricks, lumber or building material, or any dirt or 
ashes, or any animal or vegetable substance, or any rubbish, or offal 
or obstruction of any kind, or move any building into or along the 
same without a written license from the Selectmen. 


Section 14. Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or 
near each other on any sidewalk or on land used for a sidewalk or 
street in such a manner as to obstruct or impede public travel after 
having been requested by any constable or police officer to move on. 


Section 15. No person shall loaf upon any sidewalk or land used 
for a sidewalk or street after having been requested by any con- 
stable to move on. 


Section 16. No person shall behave himself in a disorderly man- 
ner or use any indecent or profane language on any street, highway, 
or other public place in said Town, or be and remain upon any 
doorstep, portico or other projection from any house or other build- 
ing, after having been requested by any person in charge of such 
premises or by any constable or police officer to leave. 


Section 17. No person shall spit tobacco juice on the floor of any 
room in any public building or on the floor of any hall or entrance to 
any public building in said Town. 


Section 18. No person in a state of nudity shall bathe in any 
pond, stream, or other place exposed to public view, or in the 
vicinity of any dwelling house, between one hour before sunrise and 
one hour after sunset. 


Section 21. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any 


yard or passage way to any engine house or other building under the 
care of the fire department, any obstruction to the taking out or

putting in of any engine, carriage or other apparatus belonging to 
the fire department. 


Section 22. No person shall place or keep any table, stall or 
booth or other erection in any street, highway, sidewalk, or in any 
of the public squares or grounds in the Twon, for the sale of fruit or 
other things without permission from the Selectmen. 


Section 23. No person shall ring or cause to be rung any bell, 
use or cause to be used any horn or other instrument in any street or 
public place in said Town, to give notice of any business or calling or 
sale of any article, or shall sell or offer for sale by public proclama- 
tion in any street or public place, any article, unless duly licensed by 
the Selectmen. 


Section 24. No person shall in any manner injure any of the 
pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs in the streets, 
or public grounds, of said Town, nor shall throw or place any sub- 
stance in said pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs, 
and the drinking cups provided for said fountains shall be deemed a 
part of said fountain within the meaning of this by-law. 


Section 26. No person shall, without written permission of the 
Board of Selectmen, post or paste any advertisement or notice upon 
any shade tree, bridge, fence, guide post or pole used for the trans- 
mission of electricity in the Town. 


Section 27. No person shall scatter handbills, flyers, printed or 
written advertisements or circulars in or on any street within one 
half mile of the Town House. 


Section 28. No person shall discharge any waste water or water 
from a sink or water closet, except through a drain into a sewer or 
cesspool, or in accordance with a written permit from the Board of 
Health. 


Section 29. The Board of Selectmen shall cause the snow and ice 
to be made even upon or removal from the sidewalk adjoining school 
houses and other town property within one mile of the Town House, 
and the sidewalks on the bridges over the river and railroad on 
South Main Street, and if necessary to cause sand or some suitable 
material to be scattered upon the same to render them reasonably 
safe for travel.

Section 32. Any person guilty of a violation of any of these by- 
laws from number four to twenty-eight inclusive, shall pay a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

BY-LAWS RELATIVE TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS, JUNK 
DEALERS, DEALERS IN SECOND-HAND ARTICLES AND 
JUNK COLLECTORS, ADOPTED MARCH 1, 1915. 


Section 33. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the articles 
which he may lawfully sell without a license until he has recorded his 
name and residence with the town clerk and has been assigned by 
said clerk a number. 


Section 34. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any arti- 
cle which he may lawfully sell without a license in any manner that 
will tend to injure or annoy the public health or comfort, not other- 
wise than in vehicles or receptacles which are neat and clean and do 
not leak, and which have printed on them, in letters and figures at 
least two inches in height, the name of the person selling and the 
number given him by the town clerk. 


Section 35. The selectmen may license suitable persons to be 
dealers in, and keepers of shops, for the purchase, sale or barter of 
junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, subject to the provisions of 
the laws of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such licenses at 
pleasure. 


They may also license suitable persons as junk collectors, to collect 
by purchase or otherwise, junk, old metals and second-hand articles, 
from place to place in the town, subject to the provisions of the laws 
of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such licenses at pleasure. 


Section 36. Every keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or 
barter of junk, old metals or second-hand articles shall keep a book 
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BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF ORANGE 


in which shall be written at the time of every purchase of any such 
article, a description thereof, the name, age and residence of the 
person from whom, and the day and hour when such purchase was 
made. Such book shall at all times be open to the inspection of the 
selectmen and to any person by them authorized to make such in- 
spection. 


Section 37. No keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or barter 
of junk, old metals or second-hand articles, and no junk collector, 
shall directly or indirectly, either purchase or receive, by way of 
barter or exchange, any of the articles aforesaid, of a minor or ap- 
prentice, knowing or having reason to believe him to be such, and no 
article purchased or received by such shop keeper shall be sold until 
at least one week from the date of its purchase or receipt has 
elapsed. 


Section 38. Every keeper of such shop shall put in a suitable 
and conspicuous place on his shop, a sign having his name and occu- 
pation legibly inscribed thereon in large letters, and every such shop 
shall not be open except during the time between sunrise and nine 
o'clock of the evening of each week day. 


Section 39. Every shop, place, vehicle or receptacle used for the 
storage, collection or keeping of junk, old metals or secondhand 
articles, and all articles of merchandise therein may be examined at 
all times by the selectmen, or by any person by them authorized to 
make such examination. 


Section 40. Junk collectors shall display badges upon their 
persons, and upon their vehicles when engaged in collecting, trans- 
porting or dealing in junk, metals or second-hand articles. Said 
badges so to be displayed upon the person shall be circular in form, 
of a diameter not less than two and one-half inches, and shall bear 
upon the face thereof, in plain letters, the words, “Junk Collector”, 
together with the number of the license of such junk collector. The 
badge so to be displayed upon the vehicle shall be rectangular in 
form, of dimensions not less than eight by six inches, and shall bear 
upon its face the words, “Junk Collector”, and the number of the li- 
cense of such collector. 


Whoever violates any of these by-laws from No. 33 to No. 40 inclu- 


sive, or any provisions thereof shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

CURFEW LAW 


At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Orange quali- 
fied to vote in elections and town affairs, held in said town Monday, 
the twenty-sixth day of May, 1919, under Article 14 in warrant for 
said meeting, the following by-law was adopted: 


“No person under the age of sixteen years shall be or remain in or 
upon any street or public place in the town at night after the hours 
of nine o'clock (sun time) between the first day of April and the 
thirtieth day of September, both inclusive, of each year, or at night 
after the hours of eight o’clock between the first day of October and 
the thirty-first day of March, both inclusive, of each year, unless he 
is actually employed in some work that makes it necessary, or is ac- 
companied by a person properly having care and custody of him, or a 
person to whom he had been particularly intrusted by some one who 
properly has general care and custody of him or is engaging in the 
performance of some mission or duty directed by a person having his 
general care and custody. Any person violating this by-law shall be 
subject to a fine of not more than ten dollars.”

No officer or employee of the town shall be eligible to serve 
on said committee. Within ten days after the final publication of the 
By-Laws in case it shall be approved by the Attorney General, the 
moderator shall appoint two members of the Finance Committee to 
serve for three years. All appointments to the Finance Committee 
heretofore made and in effect at the time of the adoption of these

By-Laws shall continue in force until the expiration of the respec- 
tive terms of appointment.

2200 Boundaries. The boundaries of these districts are defined as 
shown on the map entitled “Zoning Map, Orange, Massachusetts”, 
originally dated August 15, 1974, and which is on file with the 
Orange Town Clerk. That map and all explanatory data on it is here- 
by made a part of this By-law. 


2300 Boundary Definition. Except when labeled to the contrary, 
boundary lines shown approximately following or ending at a street, 
railroad, utility easement, waterbody or lot line shall be considered 
to actually be following or ending at those lines, and when shown 
approximately parallel, perpendicular or radial to such lines shall be 
considered to actually be parallel, perpendicular or radial thereto. 
When not marked in any other way, boundaries shall be determined 
by scale from the map. 


2400 Divided Lots. Where a district boundary line divides any lot in 
existence at the time the district line is established, the less restric- 
tive requirements of either district into which the lot is divided may 
be extended for 50 feet into the other district. 


ARTICLE III. USE REQUIREMENTS 


3100 Preexisting Uses. Uses or buildings lawfully in existence upon 
adoption of this by-law shall not be subject to it, so long as they are 
continued in the same use, and may therefore be altered, expanded, 
or restored without regard to the requirements of this by-law. 
However, extension of uses into parcels in separate ownership at the 
date of adoption of this by-law shall be subject to this by-law. 
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3200 Allowed Uses. All town-owned buildings and uses are allowed 
in any district. Private uses are allowed in any district, as follows: 


District A: Any lawful use is allowed except the occupancy of 
two or more mobile homes as separate dwelling units 
on a single lot. 

District B: Any lawful use is allowed. 

District C: Any lawful use is allowed except for new buildings or 
additions designed for five or more employees, if they 
are proposed for activities other than forestry, edu- 
cation, agriculture, or extensive recreation, such as 
golf courses or riding trails. 

District D: Any lawful use is allowed except for: 

1. the occupancy of two or more mobile homes as 
separate dwelling units on a single lot; 

2. new buildings or additions designed for five or 
more employees, if they are proposed for activi- 
ties other than forestry, education, argiculture, 
or extensive recreation, such as golf courses or 
riding trails. 


ARTICLE IV. DIMENSIONAL REQUIREMENTS 


4100 Applicability. The requirements of Article IV shall apply only 
to lots created after the effective date of this by-law, earlier lots 
being exempted from these requirements. However, a lot to be 
used for two or more dwelling units must comply with Article IV 
irrespective of when the lot was created, unless exempted by sta- 
tute. Lots existing before the effective date of this by-law may be 
altered in size, shape or number without losing this exemption, so 
long as the alteration does not increase the number of lots.

4310 Measurement. Lot frontage shall be measured along a public 
way or a private way in existence upon the date of adoption of this 
by-law or a way later created under the requirement of the Sub- 
division Control Law.

Construction has begun on our water tanks, and soon we hope to 
report that we have found a new source of water through our EDA 
grant that will compliment these new storage tanks and provide for 
many years to come a safe clean supply of this valuable asset. 


Upon completion of both projects, we will begin, with the coopera- 
tion of the Orange-Athol Industrial Development District, a new ag- 
gressive campaign to attract industry to our community. Our new 
Administrative Assistant will be assigned the duplicate task of 
serving in the capacity of Administrative Assistant to the Orange 
Board of Selectmen and also as a coordinator and contact person for 
the Orange-Athol Industrial Development District. 


The installation of new lighting through the cooperation of the 
Massachusetts Electric Company, the refurnishing of buildings by 
the private sector, as per the Cupola Restaurant, and a grant for up- 
grading the former Harrison Block into a store/apartment complex 
have done much, we are pleased to say, to improve our down town 
sector. 


Again, optimistically the Board has a great deal of work to accom- 
plish in 1980 and 1981, mostly in an organizational way. It is our 
intent to provide the necessary input in an attempt to bring our ap- 
pointive boards up to full strength. While we have had little success 
in appointing members to our Planning, Personnel, and so forth 
boards, we must provide the extra effort required to fill all these 
vacancies, and this is a goal we must attain during the next year. 


In retrospect, a review of the previous year reflects a very positive 
attitude by the majority of our citizens by their commitment and 
support in resolving our water treatment inflo-infiltration problem 
and by displaying patience while most of the previous year was 
spent preparing plans and grants to be used for future growth. For 
this we are most appreciative.

REPORT OF THE ORANGE-ATHOL 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT DISTRICT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We herewith submit the annual report of the avtivities of the In- 
dustrial District for the year 1979. 


We made an application to CETA for a coordinator which was ap- 
proved and we appointed John E. Pinder of Greenfield to the 
position. 


We worked with several companies from out of state and two local 
companies in an attempt to locate space either in the area or at the 
Airpark. We worked extensively with POL RX, a firm dealing with 
optical supplies. A “letter of intent” was signed by Gerard J. Aitken, 
3rd on March 26, 1979 representing POL RX, after which we worked 
in conjunction with several lawyers, bankers, state and government 
officials and the principals of POL RX to find financial avenues such 
as “seed money and venture capital”.

ORANGE-ATHOL INDUSTRIAL DEV. DISTRICT (continued) 


After some long hard work with members of the Franklin County 
Chamber of Commerce, we received a copy of a package to present 
to future prospects. 


We supported the rezoning of the Parker property on the corner of 
New Athol Rd. and Brickyard Rd. to “general”. This was passed at 
Athol’s Annual Town Meeting. 


We participated in meetings held locally concerning the Regional 
Transit Authority. 


We attempted to set up an Industrial Index with eleven neighboring 
towns with the hope of receiving a grant from the Franklin County 
Commissioner to help defray the cost, but none of the other towns 
were receptive and the project was dropped. 


Dr. Aaron was a member of the Overall Economic Development 
Commission and was instrumental on the completion and submission 
of an OEDP PLAN to the EDA. This plan was approved by the fed- 
eral government in July, 1979 allowing the Athol-Orange area to 
apply for federal funds to complete projects outlined in the plan. 


We contributed $50 to the Overall Economic Development Commit- 
tee to help this group with their expenses. We also donated $25 to 
the Orange Taxpayer’s Association for their campaign to promote 
the Orange Racetrack. 


We placed a quarter-page ad in the New England Real Estate Jour- 
nal’s Annual Industrial Sites Review. We also placed an ad in a na- 
tional magazine called “Plants-Sites and Parks which will run thru 
July and August of 1980. We were granted $500 for this advertising 
from the Franklin County Commissioners. 


In May we met with Orange Town Officials and the regional rep- 
resentative of the Federal Economic Development Administration. 
At that time an application was initiated for a federal grant to dev- 
elop the Airpark. In October the Town of Orange was notified that it 
was authorized to submit a formal application to the EDA for a 
$500,000 grant for the proposed construction of the Airpark and to 
modernize the town’s water system, if the town matched it with 
equal funds. Arrangements were also under way for acceptance of a 
$500,000 grant from Farmers Home Administration with the under- 
standing that the town of Orange would also match these funds. 
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At a special town meeting on December 3, 1979 the Town of Orange 
voted to do so. 


It was with regret that we accepted John Pinder’s resignation in 
September and since then have been looking into areas that might 
supply us with another coordinator. 


At the annual meeting in October the following slate of officers was 
voted in for the coming year:

In August of 1978 eleven towns in the Orange/Athol area were 
notified by the U.S. Economic Development Administration (more 
commonly known as the EDA) that we were eligible for designation 
as an EDA Redevelopment area. This redevelopment area includes 
the towns of Athol, Barre, Petersham, Phillipston, Royalston, and 
Winchendon in Worcester County and the towns of Erving, New 
Salem, Orange, Warwick and Wendell in Franklin County. The re- 
quirements to be considered for EDA redevelopment funding are: 

1. The formation of an Overall Economic Development Plan 
Committee and 

2. The Development of an Overall Economic Development Plan 
for the area. 


Because of the fact that the EDA’s prime function is to supply 
funding resources for industrial development, it was considered im- 
perative that Orange become involved in EDA programs. Through a 
significant effort on the part of the Town of Orange an Overall 
Economic Development Plan Connittee was established composed of 
24 members representing the eleven town area. 


Over the past seven months, this committee has met on seven 
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separate occasions to “hash out” an Economic Development plan for 
the area. In April, the culmination of this work resulted in the pub- 
lication of a 62 page document titled “an Overall Economic Develop- 
ment Program Plan for the Orange-Athol Labor Market Area.” This 
plan was submitted to the EDA for approval on April 25, 1979. 


This document includes an historical look at the areas economy, its 
potential for economic development and, most important for the 
Town of Orange, a specific project plan for industrial development. 
By a vote of the Overall Economic Development Plan Committee, 
the number one priority project for the area is the funding and dev- 
elopment of the Orange Airpark. The particular project requiring 
EDA Funding for the Orange Airpark includes: 

the development of a fresh water well and 
the construction of 5,000 feet of water main, 1,100 feet of sewer 
main and 3,400 feet of roadway. 


In the very near future, the Board of Selectmen will be applying to 
the EDA with the help of our representatives and senators, for fund- 
ing of this project, which has a total price tag of $1,000,000. 


In closing the Board of Selectmen would like to thank the Orange 
Representatives on the Overall Economic Development Plan Com- 
mittee: Mr. William Babel, Mr. David Bramhall and Mr. Arthur 
Reppas; and our thanks to the gentleman who has been the catalyst 
and workhorse throughout the development of this plan, the Ad- 
ministrative Assistant, Mr. David Cullen.

Report submitted by Board of Selectmen and accepted 
under Article 1, Special Town meeting December 3, 1979 


Prior to taking action on the warrant articles this evening, we, 
your Board of Selectmen, thought it important to start the meeting 
with a report on what has happened over the past two years and, 
more importantly, what the future holds in the area of capital 
projects and improvements. Each of you has propably read about the 
many different projects being undertaken within the town without a 
full appreciation for the overall plan, and at this time we would like to 
outline those long-range plans and actions that have taken place and, 
hopefully, continue. And we trust that this report will give each of 
you a better understanding of the course we have chosen and the 
relationship to tonight’s articles to that course. 


Approximately two years ago the Board, in an attempt to return 
Orange to its previous reputation of being a community of 
self-reliant people, willing to resolve its problems through their own 
efforts and imagination, set out to establish a priority of Goals. We 
felt that the establishment of goals and a course of action was 
extremely important because of what we saw as a paralysis that had 
been in Orange for a number of years. That paralysis has shown its 
face in the form of physical deterioration and the lack of social and 
economic growth. It was certain that if steps were not taken im- 
mediately to correct these problems, we would find ourselves in a 
few short years exhausted, without the ability, financially, to react 
and correct. 
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The first and foremost goal established by the Board was and still 
is the reduction of our enormous local tax burden. The Town of 
Orange continues to hold a unique position in western Massachu- 
setts. That is, being among the six cities and towns with the highest 
ne tax rate. Surely, this is one honor that the town can do 
without. 


It has been and continues to be the opinion of the Board that our 
primary vehicle for tax reduction is selective industrial development. 
Selective industrial development will lift some of this enormous 
property tax from the homeowners and still maintain the quality of 
life that we treasure in this part of the State. 


Our second goal was to somehow have our local government 
rekindle that feeling of community pride in Orange. That feeling of 
pride which, through housing improvements and _ beautification, 
ultimately results in higher property value and a better quality of 
life. Most certainly, a high property tax burden is not the proper 
atmosphere to stimulate community pride. 


When faced with the task of having municipal government lead the 
way toward a total renovation of the town, and at the same time lure 
industrial development into Orange, the Board started by identifying 
the problem areas which required private and public attention and 
action. This list, which evolved from State and Federal government 
concerns and citizen participation, includes the following observa- 
tions: 


1. A general “Who cares?” attitude is reflected in our downtown 
section, with buildings showing their age and deteriorating with no 
plan for upgrading. 


2. A general rundown condition of buildings, both municipal and 
private. 


3. Streets and sidewalks which are deteriorating at a faster rate 
than available replacement or repair capabilities. 


4. A new sewage treatment plant which, during times of heavy 
rainfall, allows the continued pollution of the Millers River. 


5. Areas of our town, namely Brookside and Lake Mattawa, which 
are polluting fresh water resources because of inadequate sewage 
disposal systems. 


9) 


6. A Police Department that needed some change to face the 80’s, 
both in organization and physical quarters. 


7. A negative attitude about the town and its officials. 
and lastly, the two observations relating to tonight’s meeting: 


1. An ever-increasing demand on water services, including fire 
protection, with a decrease in our ability to provide these services 
because of the lack of the primary ingredients, water, free of salt 
and other pollutants. 


2. A major industrial resource, the Airpark, only exists on paper. 
In reality, our airpark is 75 acres of woodland with a dirt road 
access. 


Certainly, these nine areas make an impressive list of projects, 
both timewise and financially. 


While not the entire solution, our first approach which would have 
the most impact overall, was to pump dollars into our community. 
Quite frankly, we were at first willing to “Make a pact with the 
devil,” if he had a wallet full of money, in order to accomplish this 
end. However, we decided to forego the devil and instead drew the 
conclusion that with the amount of financing required to cure some 
of these ills, only two sources could help; the Federal and State 
Governments. Also, we saw immediately the need for private invest- 
ment into the community. 


Being part-time Selectmen, we felt the time required to get 
through the myriad of paper work and information supplied by the 
Federal and State governments would be prohibitive and prevent us 
from aggressively pursuing this path. So we sought help from 
CETA, and were fortunate enough to have a fully-funded Admin- 
istrative Assistant assigned to Orange. 


This Assistant’s only assignment from the Board was to work 
with each department within our community, establish the problems 
they were encountering and serve as a grantsman, appling for what- 
ever funds might become available. As everyone knows, the com- 
petition is fierce for these funds, and quite frankly at the start we 
did not enjoy much success because of the time required to make 
contacts and formulate application plans. One of the recommenda- 
tions of our Administrative Assistant was the creation of an 
Economic Development committee, which resulted in Orange taking. 
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In the meantime, encouraging projects were under way in both 
private and public sectors. Massachusetts Electric began the sizeable 
investment project of eliminating our overhead wiring in the down- 
town section and installing attractive aluminum poles. Significant 
private investment went into trnasforming an old barn into the 
“Cupola”, an attractive restaurant and lounge. With help from our 
Administrative Assistant, financial aid was granted by HUD to 
renovate the Putnam Block. All of these projects will go a long way 
in improving downtown Orange. 


We are pleased that State Street and Mascor Homes decided to 
invest in further construction for our senior citizens only, which will 
guarantee no further taxing of our school systems while providing us 
with welcome and immediate tax relief. 


Through the efforts of our Highway Superintendent two major 
project areas will be started next year. Available state road money 
will be used to repave Route 2A from Shelter Street to the Erving 
town line. Also, through the help of CETA, we will embark on an 
imaginative program this coming summer for sidewalk repair and 
replacement. 


In the area of our sewage problems, the town approved the 90% 
reimbursed funding of an Inflo-Infiltration Study and subsequent 
sewer line improvements, This ultimately will expand the existing 
sewage treatment capacity of our plant. Also, the town approved 
another 90% reimbursed project to study sewage problems in the 
Brookside and Lake Mattawa areas. We are currently awaiting EPA 
approval of these two projects. 


The Annual Town Meeting in 1979 voted to establish a Police 
facilities committee which is working on an overall Police facilities 
plan. Their report will be forthcoming at the 1980 Annual Town 
Meeting; hopefully, with positive recommendations for improve- 
ment. 


In the area of private housing, the town is working on obtaining a 
100% funded, $300,000 grant from the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development for renovation of older homes. If we are suc- 
cessful, this funding will help in upgrading code violations and 
structural deterioration of our private sector. 


So now, here we are this evening, acting on two grants that have 
a significant impact on our community and this overall plan. How- 
ever, some grants require input from the community; they are not 
free. Nevertheless, we are confident that upon completion of our 
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presentation, you will be convinced that this “shot in the arm” that 
we are receiving will assist us in not only correcting deficiencies, but 
providing us with future additional water and services. 


It is also our opinion that the majority of the work to be accom- 
plished in these initial grant requests this evening will have to be 
undertaken by the town at some point in time, and possibly at the 
town’s complete expense, and we request your support to embark on 
this program of updating and replacement so long neglected over the 
years, at one-half the present cost and without a tremendous impact 
financially. 


We are concerned, and firm in our conviction that we must act 
now if we are to avoid a serious future financial burden, and this is 
the direction we feel we must pursue in order to create the exciting 
attitude required to invite citizen participation in government, which 
is a must if we are to survive, and also attract the attention of 
industry; industry will assist us in stabilizing our future expense.

I herewith submit the report of the Highway Department for the 
year 1979. 


The work of the Highway Department has been the regular 
upkeep of streets, roads, sidewalks and bridges not included in 
Chapter 90. 


Numerous sidewalks were patched. 


Numerous driveway entrances were reconstructed with bitumi- 
nous concrete. 


Holes in streets and roads were patched. 296 tons of bituminous 
concrete was used. 


Iron rail fences were repaired. 
0995 gallons of liquid asphalt was applied to the roads, and streets. 


The High St. project was completed and bituminous concrete ap- 
plied, 203 tons of bituminous concrete were applied.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Orange School Committee: 


I herewith submit my seventh Annual Report as Superintendent 
of the Orange Public Elementary Shools. 


The year 1979 saw several issues of national and statewide 
importance fully involve the energy and intellect of the Orange 
School Committee. One of the most controversial was the State 
mandated tax cap for Fiscal Years 1980 and 1981. 


4% TAX CAP 


By January, the Orange School Committee had submitted to the 
Town Accountant for inclusion in the warrant of FY 1980 budget, 
slightly in excess of 4% over the previous year’s. In April, the 
Legislature passed the tax cap and the Orange School Committee 
subsequently voted to reduce its submitted budget to the required 
4%, while noting that the proposed state budget for the same period 
represented a 9% increase. 
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CHAPTER 70 AID 


Last year, the Legislature distributed aid to education based on a 
complex formula which took into account a community’s property 
wealth per capita. Orange did quite well under this new method. 
However, the Ralph C. Mahar District did not do as well because of 
the Town of Erving’s property wealth, when averaged into that of 
the other four towns, made the average wealth of that school district 
higher than the State average. 


The Orange School Committee, with the help of Representative 
Bill Benson, Senator Robert Wetmore and former Senator Fred 
Scholsstein, filed legislation in December, 1978 to remedy this 
problem. It was known as House Bill 3083. 


The bill received full consideration in Committee, was modified as 
requested by the State Department of Education, but died because it 
was not reported out of the House Ways and Means Committee 
before the Legislature prorogued in the fall. Representative Benson 
has refiled this bill for the present legislative session. However, 
prospects of passage of any significant legislation seems poor this 
session given the fact that this is an election year and the House and 
Senate Majority leaders have already expressed a desire to end the 
session before July. 


COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 


Negotiating for employee hours, wages and other conditions of 
employment, has become a fact of life and represents a significant 
portion of the Orange School Committee's time. A two year contract 
with non-teaching personnel was signed in June. Beginning in the 
fall, the Committee met with the teachers’ group and reached a 
three year agreement in mid-December. 


Members of the Orange Finance Committee were invited by the 
School Committee to sit in on all of these meetings. 
EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 
The State Board of Education has mandated a testing program to 
determine whether or not students in the elementary grades have 


achieved minimum competency in the subject areas of reading and 
mathematics. 
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The local plan for achieving this goal must be submitted to the 
State Department of Education prior to September, 1980. 


At this writing, several committees, made up of teachers, admini- 
strators and parents, are hard at work on this project. 


In May, over one hundred third grade students and their teachers 
enjoyed camping out on the grounds of the Dexter Park School. This 
was the second year of this event. It is very popular with all and it 
appears that it will become an annual event. 


In response to suggestions from parents and school committee 
members, the report card was revised so as to provide more 
information to parents and students. In addition, an Open House was 
held during the second week of school at each of the buildings so that 
the individual teachers could explain the specific program their child 
would be involved in this year. Again, the purpose was to improve 
communication between home and school. 


FEDERAL GRANTS 


A remedial reading and mathematics program was continued for 
approximately eighty students under Title I of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 1965 as amended. The amount of this 
project for FY 1979 was $67,437 and for FY 1980 $68,818. 


During the summer, Ms. Anneka Corbett, employed by CETA, 
painted murals and well known cartoon characters on the corridor 
walls of Dexter Park School. They are delightful. 


Project Pace, a cooperative venture with Petersham and the 
Ralph C. Mahar district, made available funds to sponsor two 
teacher workshop. One was held in June and dealt with teacher 
stress and student discipline. The second was held in November and 
featured world famous Dr. Sidney B. Simon who dealt with the 
issues of humanistic education and values clarification. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION 


An analysis of the schools’ consumption of fuel oil and electricity 
for the period September 1, 1978 through August 30, 1979, demon- 
strated a continued conservation effort. With figures adjusted for 
“coldness”, we find the schools used only 58% of the fuel and 68% of 
the electricity, when compared with 1973-1974. 
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This five year effort has produced savings of 100,000 gallons of 
fuel and almost 300,000 kilowatt hours of electricity, which work out 
to enough fuel to heat the schools for 3 years and to light them for 
1.3 years. In terms of dollars, this translated into $60,000 in taxes 
which were not raised nor expended. 


RETIREMENT 


In September, Dr. Frank B. Sauter retired as School Physician 
' due to ill health. By a unanimous vote, the School Committee 
accepted his resignation with its deepest regrets and ordered a com- 
memorative plaque. The inscription, reproduced below, says best 
the sentiments of the Committee as well as the Town.

AT A MEETING OF THE RALPH C. MAHAR REGIONAL 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE HELD JANUARY 8, 1980, IT WAS 
VOTED TO ACCEPT THE REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
AND ADOPT IT AS THE REPORT OF THE REGIONAL SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. TO THE MEMBERS OF THE RALPH C. MAHAR 
REGIONAL SCHOOL COMMITTEE AND VOTERS OF THE 
RALPH C. MAHAR REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT, I HERE- 
WITH SUBMIT MY ANNUAL REPORT AS SUPERINTENDENT. 


The report to the Mahar Regional School Committee covers the 
period January 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979. As such all reports 
cover the final half of the 1978-1979 Fiscal Year and the first half of 
the 1979-1980 Fiscal Year. 


The past year has been one of progress. The school program has 
operated in a very satisfactory manner. Staff turnover has been 
small, and the morale of the school has been very positive. The Com- 
mittee is to be commended in its high interest and support in all 
phases of the school program. 


FINANCE 


The finanical report for 1979-1980 is again a favorable one due in 
large part to additional State Aid provided under the new Chapter 
70 School Aid Law. The Gross Budget was kept under 4% and the 
Net Budget set at $1,323,089. This was an increase of less than 1% 
to the Member Towns which enabled them to stabilize or lower tax 
rates this year. 


The following chart is a Five Year Report of the Budgets of the 
Mahar Regional School District. It shows that since 1975 the Net 


122 


Budget (assessments to the Member Towns) has decreased $210,198. 
This has meant. substantial tax savings and had been the result of 
careful budgeting by the Committee and the Administration as well 
as substantial increases in State Aid. A look into the future shows 
that this trend will-probably not continue in light of inflation, added 
costs, and less State funding.

Last year, in an attempt to reduce the overcrowded situation, a 
move was made to ask the Member Towns if they would consider 
taking Grade 7 or Grades 7 and 8 back into their school systems. 
Only Erving has continued to show a real interest in removing 
people from the District, and a decision may be forthcoming in 1980. 
Erving has a total of 93 students in Grades 7-12, 32 of which are in 
Grades 7-8. 


A move by Erving to take all or part of its students from Mahar 
would not substantially relieve the overcrowded conditions at 
Mahar. 


Another study under way to review the possibility of requesting 
the Towns of Orange and Petersham to join an area Vocational- 
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Technical school deserves support. A survey conducted at Mahar 
this year indicated that between 150 and 200 of the Mahar students 
from these towns would prefer to be in an Occupational program. 
Parents, also included in the survey, expressed strong support. I am 
sure the Committee will study all possible options in the matter as 
Occupational training is vital for our young people to adequately 
compete for jobs in the 1980’s and 1990’s. Space needs at Mahar 
would be considerably reduced if this program could be carried out. 


The above problem must be addressed if the Mahar Regional 
School is to regain its accreditation in the New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges. This is a priority that will require the 
understanding and support of all citizens of the District. 


BUILDING AND EQUIPMENT MAINTENAN CE-ENERGY 

The principal maintenance project this year has been the replace- 
ment of the fuel oil storage tank. Roof repairs have been continued 
with a 2 year program to resurface the Science Building. 

Other projects include: 

Replacement of condensate pumps and air compressor, 

Glazing windows throughout the school, 

Replacement of cafeteria seating units, 

Replacement of drafting tables, 

Preparation of plans to add a storage building to gymnasium wing. 

Hard surfacing of parking area in front of gymnasium. 

The saving of energy, both oil and electricity, is a high priority 
object of the Distirct. The new heating system and the replacement 
of a leaking oil tank should result in significant oil usage reduction 
this year. Plans are being made to close off the air intakes in the unit 
ventilator system and to weatherstrip exit doors. Also, an electrical 
study is being made to consider changing from the incandescent 
lights currently in use throughout the building to energy saving fix- 


tures such as sodium and flourescent. The initial costs will be high, 
but long-term savings will certainly justify the investment. 
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PERSONNEL 


The Committee accepted with regret the resignation of Duane 
Nyman, who provided expert service to us for several years, as 
Treasurer of the District. In his place the Committee appointed 
Sandra Johnson of Orange who is carrying on the duties of 
Treasurer in a most commendable manner. 


The past year has also seen the retirement of Armand Morin who 
provided the District with 21 years of dedicated service in Science, 
and the resignation of Kathryn Costello who so capably directed the 
Foreign Language Program and taught French, Latin, and Spanish 
since the opening of the school. A Maternity Leave was also granted 
one teacher. 


Two additional teachers, both graduates of Mahar, were added to 
the staff. John Porcari was hired to teach Health Education and 
Physical Education, and Paul Calcari hired to provide needed 
services in the Music Department. 


Donald Sandos was named as Coordinator in the Business Depart- 
ment. 


The Mahar Committee, in December, approved a 2-year Contract 
with the Mahar Teachers’ Association and continued the existing 
Contract with the Mahar Administrative Group. The new 
Agreement calls for a 6% raise and a 10% increase in health 
insurance obligations to the District. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 


The Special Education Department continues to provide appropri- 
ate services to students diagnosed under the Regulations of Public 
Law Chapter 766 and Public Law 94-142 for children in need of 
special education services. 


The Special Needs Department consists of a full time Special 
Education Administrator, five full time certified special educators, 
seven full time teacher aides, and a full time Speech Therapist. 


As of October 1, 1979, 103 students were receiving special services 
on a daily basis at Mahar in one or more of the following programs: 


Specific Learning Disabilities 
Personal Adjustment 
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Resource Rooms 
Communication Disorders 


All students within these programs are mainstreamed in elective 
courses and within regular classes in one or more major subject 
areas when appropriate. 


As of October 1, 1979, 9 students were receiving special services 
in alternative programs provided at various locations outside the 
physical facility of the Mahar Regional School. 


The Mahar Regional School District, the Orange Elementary 
School System, and the Petersham Elementary School System 
through consolidated efforts have received Federal funding for the 
1979-80 school year under Public Law 94-142. The purpose of these 
funds is the continuation of Project PACE which supplies two 
home/school liaison counselors to service parents and students 
within the three school systems and to establish and implement 
In-Service Training programs for staff and workshops for parents 
and community members. 


A Compliance Review was conducted by representatives from the 
Central Massachusetts Regional Education Center, Division of 
Special Education on March 12, 1979. Results of this review revealed 
once again, the critical shortage of adequate space available at 
Mahar for special needs programming and the absence of 
Vocational/Occupational opportunities available for Special Needs 
students residing in the towns of Orange and Petersham. Both of 
these situations were sighted by the State Department of Education 
as non-compliance issues to be addressed by the School Committee.

Annual Report of the Principal 
for the period 
January 1, 1979 — December 31, 1979 


The year 1979, like 1978, was a productive year in many respects. 
Among the established objectives, the first prioroty now, has 
become the establishment of a Basic Skills Improvement Program. 
This has been an important objective for two years and some 
excellent preparation has been effected by our academic depart- 
ments. Several other objectives, not at all new, continued to be 
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preferential areas of desired progress - the improvement of our pro- 
cedural rules and regulations, the future refinement of our perfor- 
mance objectives for each subject in each academic area, improve- 
me it of the system for the development of student conduct, the in- 
clusion in the teaching-learning experience of an applied type of 
moral education, broadening of the reading program where possible, 
the establishment of an improved public image based essentially 
upon positive public relations with parents and the development of a 
feeling of faculty unity and pride in being a part of the Mahar Re- 
gional School System. 


Along with the accomplishments mentioned above and the 
measured successes of our students in various activites during the 
year, there still exists that one overiding problem which had 
confronted us for some time - the lack of appropriate space - and 
now, its direct relationship to school accreditation. Also directly re- 
lated to the space factor is the need for a technical occupational out- 
let for the students of Orange and Petersham who might elect this 
type of program and who would derive significant benefit from the 
experience. 


In this report I shall provide a brief, but hopefully understandable, 
discussion of the following topics: 


I. The first priority objective 
II. Other major objectives 
III. Major problems 
IV. Additions to the educational program 
V. Student activities and accomplishments 
VI. Faculty honors 
VII. Graduation 1979 


I. The First Priority Objective - Basic Skills Improvement Program 


After nearly two years of prepatatory work, we are now ready to 
complete our Basic Skills Improvement Program - Phase I. The first 
phase requires the establishment of standards in Mathematics, 
Reading and Writing by September 1980 and the selection of a test 
instrument to measure the degree of accomplishment. The Mahar 
School system through its BSI Program Committee has elected to 
use tests and/or assessment measures authorized and approved by 
the Deparmtent of Education. We are now in possession of these test 
instruments. 


For the remainder of the school year action will be focused upon 
further curriculum modifications in order to accomodate the required 
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skills. This will mean a final reassessment of learning objectives as 
well as a reconsideration of the teaching methods which can best 
accomplish learning of the skills. Although the Basic Skills Improve- 
ment Program formally applies only to Mathematics, Reading and 
Writing by September 1980 and to Listening and Speaking in 
September 1981, it is considered advisable in our school to have all 
departments involved in the program. There is an interrelationship 
and an interdependence among subject areas which can only result 
in greater accomplishment through the mutual efforts of all 
departments. Consequently, the performance objectives already 
established in the subjects other than those mandated are also to be 
related to the Basic Skills and Survival Skills philosophy which is the 
core of the program. 


In view of the fact that the tests and measurements authorized 
by the Department of Education and criterion reference” in form, 
rather than norm referenced, it will also be necessary for all subjects 
involved to be measured by criterion referenced tests. Therefore, 
department personnel must prepare tests and measurements 
modeled after the State approved instruments. The English (Read- 
ing and Writing) and Mathematics department have already admin- 
istered some of the tests to Grade 7 students in order to provide 
pre-awareness of certain deficiencies as they relate to the state mini- 
mum basic skills. 


An Advisory Council on Basic Skills improvement has been estab- 
lished composed of business people, parents and School Committee 
members representing the five communities of the Mahar School 
District. One of the foremost responsibilities of the Council will be to 
determine what grades on the asessment tests will serve to indicate 
that the student has passed the Minimum Skills Test. It should be 
understood that we cannot allow the minimum achievement levels to 
become maximum achievement levels. Consequently, it is of 
paramount importance that all subjects at all levels and in all cur- 
riculum areas must have established functional maximums based 
upon the functional requirements of our total economic and social 
system. In addition, it is no less important that each teacher become 
familiar with the academic background and ability of each student in 
every class. The melding of the two will hopefully cause each student 
to work to his individual potential and at the same time insure that 
minimum competencies don’t become the maximums. 


lCriterion referenced tests are not designed to determine an individuals relative 
standing in some norm group. Rather they will tell what an individual student can 
or cannot do with certain specific requirements. The critical element of performance 
must be present because they are designed to relate practically with tasks of life. 
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II. Other Major Objectives 
A. Improvement of Operational Rules and Regulations 


The improvement of operational rules and regulations is a 
continuous process. All of our rules, regulations and procedures 
were carefully reviewed which resulted in numerous modifications. 
Foremost among the procedure revisions were the code of student 
conduct, the make-up of academic work following a suspension 
(which was liberalized), a stronger policy with regard to student 
absenteeism, clarification of the failure, incomplete and ineligibility 
regulations, more realistic and appropriate use of internal 
suspension, a study of the detention system, an improvement in the 
system of cafeteria supervision, and progress in developing satis- 
factory study hall procedures. 


B. Refinement of Performance Objectives in Each Department 


In as much as performance objectives provide the basic structure 
of each subject in the program of studies, they automatically become 
the foundation on which to build a system of minimal competency in 
basic and life skills. Therefore, as stated earlier, our performance 
objectives relate directly to our Basic Skills Improvement Program 
because our refined objectives of the past now actually become the 
basic and life skills of the future. A performance objective describes 
what we want our students to learn in: 


1. Each grade or level of education or training 


2. Each department 
3. Each subject, experience, activity or unit of study. 
Prior to establishing performance objectives for each subject, the 
subjects themselves must be relevant in a totally practical and real- 
istically applicable manner to the individual needs of our students. 


Only if subjects are relevant to needs will our students be motivat- 
ed to learn to a degree of acceptable proficiency. 


C. Individualized Instruction — Broadening the Concept 


The Basic Skills-Minimal Competency Program now brings the 
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concept of individualized instruction into perfect focus. The success 
of the Basic Skills Program depends upon the accomplishment of a 
minimum degree of success by each individual student in the school. 
The individual needs and capacities of each student in a class must 
be thoroughly understood by each teacher. This important informa- 
tion, particularly with regard to the standardized test results has 
been available through the Student Services Department. Now, this 
information must be more than just avialable. It must be presented 
to Coordinators and their teachers in a masterful fashion, in accor- 
dance with a master plan which guarantees understanding and 
proper utilization. Directly related to the individualization of instruc- 
tion, and of equal importance, is the determining of the career needs 
of each student. The selection of a career for the future can be for 
many students a frustrating experience. It would appear that the 
best way of accomodating this need is the development of a formal 
career orientation plan complete with a director who would be re- 
sponsible for coordinating a capacity for instruction in career 
education on the part of all faculty members. Currently, I consider 
this to be a deficiency the correction of which should receive priority 
attention. 


D. Improvement in the System of Student Conduct 


Student conduct and dicipline in our schools continues to be the 
number one concern of parents all over the country. I believe that it 
is correct to say that they are, likewise, the primary concerns of the 
School Committee, the Administration, and staff, all responsible for 
the operation of our schools. In my opinion, however, curriculum 
relevance must be given equal consideration because it has such a 
terrific impact upon the personal attitude of students toward their 
school, their classes and their teachers. It is hoped and expected that 
the Basic Skills Improvement Program mentioned earlier in this 
report will be a major contributing factor to the improvement of 
student conduct and discipline. To address the issue of student con- 
duct in a more specific manner, I suggest consideration of the 
following: 


1. A positive approach by staff members, in the form of learning 
alternatives resulting in the development of a different 
attitude by students. 

2. Consistency amongst staff members in applying the existing 
rules and constantly tempered by the exercise of discretion. 

3. Influence by faculty advisors in developing a sense of involve- 
ment by student governing groups and the leadership element 
dealing with student conduct and behavior. 
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There is little evidence of any desire on the part of students to 
invoke peer group pressure. However, there is also inadequate 
evidence from the faculty indicating a strong desire to provide 
leadership and direction in developing a sense of leadership and re- 
sponsibility amongst those students and student groups. 


Included in any effort to improve student conduct and discipline 
should be a constant exposure in each classroom to the simple, basic 
moral and ethical virtues of life, such as pride in self and school, 
consideration for others, honesty, manners, ambition and accom- 
plishment. This should be a faculty responsibility or perhaps even a 
priority. For without the maintenance of certain moral and ethical 
student characteristics in the classroom, it is rather doubtful if an 
appropriate learning climate can be effectuated. 


EK. A Reading Program — Both Remedial and Developmental for 
Grades 9 — 12 


A productive reading program, both remedial and developmental 
is available for students in grades 7 and 8 whose basic test results 
indicate some degree of reading deficiency. The remedial program is 
directed and the instruction provided by a reading specialist. The 
developmental program is organized through the cooperation of the 
English Department and its several middle and low level instructors. 
Correction of the reading deficiency for many students, however, 
cannot be adequately accomplished in grades 7 and 8. There needs to 
be a continuing program in grades 9-12 if a functional literacy 
objective is to be met. In order to clarify the philosophy of need 
which is so much in evidence I shall use the following example: If a 
student in grade 9 is reading at the fourth grade level there is a 
marked deficiency, regardless of standard deviations, which must be 
faced if the student is to experience even a “fighting chance” out in 
the world in a functionally, productive setting. It has now become 
mandatory through the Basic Skills Improvement Program that a 
student’s failure to accomplish the minimum requirements must 
necessitate a remedial program. Establishment of such a program, in 
acceptable form will require consideration of both space and 
personnel needs. 


I. Develop a Satisfactory Public Image 


Considerable effort has been applied to the improvement of public 
relations with parents and with the community. The achievement of 
this objective should be forever in the minds of all school personnel. 
In their contracts and relationships with parents, our teachers, in 
particular, must make every effort to satisfy parents’ requests, to 
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work in harmony with them, to inform them about problems and to 
share with them the noteworthy accomplishments of their children. 
The administration should also be more responsible to parents and 
the public by providing periodical reports which correctly interpret 
our policies, rules and regulations to them. 


The best source for the development of a satisfactory school image 
comes from our students, but unfortunately we have many who 
never have the occasion or reason to Say anything positive or good 
about our school. We must make a greater effort to meet the needs 
of these students so that they will occasionally join the small number 
of other students who:do have a positive satisfied feeling about the 
school. It is hoped that the Baise Skills Improvement Program will 
also contribute to the attainment of this objective. 


G. The Gifted and Academically Talented Students - Something for 
them 


In view of the great amount of emphasis being placed upon 
assistance programs for helping students with serious learning 
problems, it was inevitable that sooner or later a movement would 
be introduced to more adequately accommodate the needs of those 
students at the top of the learning continuum - The Gifted and 
Academically Talented. 


A special study committee has been formed whose responsibility it 
will be to plan, organize and prepare an action program containing, 
at this time, four basic objectives, which are as follows: 


1. Identify at every grade level those students whose abilities, 
talents and potential for accomplishment are so outstanding 
that they require special programs to meet their educational 
needs. 


2. Initiate, expand and improve varied programs that will allow 
gifted and talented children to realize their fullest potential. 


3. Identify volunteer resources, including teachers, students, 
parents, and community members who possess the qualities of 
intellectual, artistic and athletic excellence and create oppor- 
tunities for them to work with such students. 


4. Provide professional development opportunities for all per- 
sonnel involved in the education of the gifted and talented in 
order for educators to understand the unique requirements of 
these children and how to deal with their educational needs. 
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In identifying these students we must search for high performance 
including those with demonstrated achievement and/or potential 
ability in any of the following areas, singly or in combination: 


General intellectual ability 
Specific academic aptitude 
Creative or productive thinking 
Leadership ability 

Visual and performing arts 
Psychomotor ability

To date, 98 students have been identified in grades 8-12. Now 
comes the task of initiating and expanding programs which will 
adequately fulfill their needs. 


III. Major Problems 


A. Technical-Vocational Education — the Need 


At the present time there is no established opportunity for Orange 
and Petersham students, both girls and boys to receive a 
Technical-Vocational education. Neither of the two communities are 
members of a regional technical school district such as the Franklin 
County Regional Technical School in Turners Falls or the Montachu- 
sett Regional - Vocational - Technical School in Fitchburg. It should 
be noted, however, that the students from Erving, New Salem, and 
Wendell do have a Technical-Vocational Program directly available 
to them because the three communities are members of the Franklin 
County Technical School District. 


Therefore, when considering the curriculum needs of those 
students from Orange and Petersham in grades 9-12, numbering 567, 
it would appear that there is a considerable number who should be 
receiving a technical-vocational education. At the present time, a 
few students from Orange and Petersham are attending the Franklin 
County Technical School on a tuition basis. This arrangement will 
continue to accomodate only a very small number and is very unpre- 
dictable. 


In order to provide an equitable education-training opportunity for 
a sizable number of our students this issue should be resolved as 
soon as possible. In addition, providing a technical-vocational outlet 
for up to 200 students would have a positive impact upon the space 
problem which has faced the district for a number of years. 
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A questionnaire! directed toward students and parents of Orange 
and Petersham earlier this year, indicated an interest on the part of 
both in some kind of technical-vocational program. 


B. School Accrediation by the New England Association of Schools 
and Colleges 


Non-accreditation could almost be considered as important as the 
first priority objective Basic Skills Improvement Program. The loss 
of accreditation is the direct result of insufficient space in which to 
conduct a completely viable and equitable educational program for 
every student in the school. As stated in a previous report insuffici- 
ent space means that an inadequate number of classroom facilities 
are available to accommodate every student, every period of the day 
in a productive learning experience. Instead, students in grades 7-12 
are assigned to two large group study halls which for a majority of 
students is unsatisfactory. The result is a waste of valuable time and 
the misuse of professional talent. Non-accreditation also means that 
the local educational authority is not providing a solution to the 
problem. 


The least complicated, simplest solution to non-accrediation would 
be the construction of a second physical education facility with only 
limited spectator capacity. This would make it possible for all 
students in grades 7 and 8 to have physical education at least once 
daily, as well as to expand the opportunities for students in grades 
9-12 to an acceptable degree. This at least would be a beginning. 


IV. Additions to the Educational Program 
A. A Family Living Program (Sex Education) 


A short course in Family Inving (Sex Education) was introduced to 
all 7th grade classes. The course materials and instructors were 
provided by the Family Planning Council of Western Massachusetts. 
The course will be offered again in February 1980.

Another solution, as already indicated, would be to provide some type of tech- 
nical, vocational outlet, either by some plan of affiliation with an established 
regional system or to expand the existing industrial arts facilities at Mahar. There is 
a third possibility which has been advanced, from time to time joining with Athol in 
establishing a facility for both communities. This course, however, appears to be 
highly unlikely. 
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B. Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation Program 


A CPR certification course was introduced for the first time to 
grade 11 and 12 students as a part of their First Aid course. Instruc- 
tion and materials were provided by Mr. Albert Hebert of the Athol 
Memorial Hospital. 


C. Drug Education Program 


A short, but comprehensive, course in Drug Education will be 
presented to all 8th grade classes in February 1980. The course 
materials and instructors will be provided by two area organizations 
the Athol-Gardner Mental Health Association and the Peoples’ 
Bridge Action. 


D. Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation Program for Staff 


A CPR certification and instructor course in CPR will be conducted 
in February 1980. The instructor and materials will be provided by 
Mrs. Doris Barber and Mr. Albert Hebert. 


V. Student Activities and Accomplishments 
A. Science Fair Activities - Regional and State 


Our students continue to excell in Science Fair activities. Follow- 
ing the Annual Mahar Regional School Science Fair, our students 
achieved honor status at Western Massachusetts - Region I Level 
and later at the State Science Fair competition at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology.
